"In all my journeying 
about 
the 


world I have never discovered any- 
thing, so. peculiarly cruel and inhuman 
as the law which' prevails in Oakland 
regarding :'the disposition o£ the food 
left from the tables of Oakland people 
and formerly disposed of by the scav- 
engers." 


These words were spoken today by 


Mrs. 
Minnie 
Maddern Fiske, who 


stands at the head of her profession 
as an actress in this country. -The 
lady is spending a short vacation here 
at the home of her cousin, Mrs. Jack 
London, 519 Thirty-first street. 


Mrs. Fiske is a lady of tender sensi- 


bilities and her feeling o£ sympathy 
extends to dumb animals in distress. 
The words above quoted were used in 
an interview with a TRIBUNE repre- 
sentative, in which Mrs. Fiske deplor- 
ed the present system of handling ta- 
ble remnants in this city, which de- 
prive domestic animals 01 the means 
ot subsistence upon which they had 
formerly 
relied.

FOOD INACCESSIBLE.

was left accessible as it is left in all 
the other cities, and that homeless 
animals were able to subsist upon it.

Little Chance For Tho Trl- 


Cofor To Be Pulled 


Out to Sea, 


EUREKA, July 2«.—With 
a 
fair 


chance of holding together for a lew 
days yet, notwithstanding the break- 
ers that are pounding over "ier, the 
Norwegian steamer Tricolor, which' 
went aground in the fog 
at. Cape 


Mendocino at 
3 o'clock/ yesterday 


morning still lies hard and fast on 
the rocks. 


From all appearances the vessel is 


still intact and in as good condition 
as within half hour after she struck. 


The rocky coast punctured her bot- 


tom and partially sank her. 


Such' is the report that comes from 


the light house at Mendocino close to 
the scene of the wreck. 


The position of .the steamer has not 


changed and she still lay broadside on 
the beach, her construction defying the 
heavyj seas which continually wash 
up on the jagged rocks. A heavy fos: 
still overhangs the coast at the Cape- 
but the vessel was plainly discernible 
from the lighthouse at daybreak today 


Contrary to general opinion, witS'thp 


exception of a few odd bits the beach 
is free from wreckage, clearly Indicat- 
ing that the seas iave but small dam- 
aging effect on the steamer up.to the 
present time. 


The beach is lined with wreckers- 


.people flocking to'the scene with » 
hope of securing relics or other valu- 
•ables. 


Conspicuous among these are In- 


dians, who are gathered in large num- 
bers, patiently awaiting the disinte- 
gration of the -lull of the steamer. 


Owing to the nature of the coast, 


however, it is very improbable that 
anything will be of much value afte.- 
noming to the shore. 


There is comparatively little beach- 


and what there is strewn with rocks 
where nothing could come ashore without 
being broken tcf pieces. 


CAPTAIN'S WORK.

J. M. Merrill's Famous Old Home 


Goes Begging Withouf a 


Buyer for $500.

"I will gladly take $500 if any body

This was a statement made before 


the Supervisors as the County Board 
of Equalization, this morning, by John 
Conant 
The building referred to was 


the J. M. Merrill mansion, one of the 
finest homes ever erected in this city. 
It stands on Twenty-fifth street near 
Telegraph Avenue, and until a short 
time ago was. faced by* a park which 
ran for sevedkl. hundred feet to the 
line of that "thoroughfare. 
The park 


was studded with valuable imported 
trees. 


INTERIOR GARNISHMENT. 


The furnishing of the house was on 


a scale of richness in keeping with the 
wealth and taste of the occupants, the 
family of Mr. Merrill, who. had delved 
successfully In the mines. 


Wherever one turned 
within 
one 


faced beveled French plate 
mirrors 


set in the walls and ingles, and these 
multiplied indefinitely gems 
of 
the 


painter and sculptor from all the art 
centers, of the world. 


Instead of ordinary decorative work 


on the ceiling, there was to be seen 
| frescoing on which artists from abroad 


j had displayed, in design and execu- 
tion, their talent and genius. Only a 
few years ago, in this work alone, Mr. 
Merrill had expended $10,000. 
Those 


beveled French plate mirrors are still 
in the walls, and represent an outlay 
of thousands. 


BLEAK AND BARE. 


Art glass here and there colors the 


tessellated and inlaid floors; but the 
halls are bleak and bare. The apart- 
ments which were o'nce instinct with 
gaiety, hospitality, life, are deserted, 
and no one can be found to tenant 
them. And today the story of this de- 
cline was told to the Supervisors by 
the present owner, with a pitiful re- 
quest to have those officials, sitting as 
equalizers, reduce the Assessor's valu- 
ation, upon the structure from $7,500 
to $500. 


The Board, however, did not coin- 


cide with Conant's 
estimate of the 


value o£ tbe structure, more especial- 
ly when the members discovered that 
it was insured for $5000. On motion 
of Supervisor Talcott, the assessment 
was reduced to that sum from $7500, 
and Conant, without uttering another 
word, left the presence of the equal- 
izers.

News from the bedside of Thomas W.

sister, but was unable to answer any 
questions coherently.

Sheriff Barnet and his deputies are 
working running down small clews they 
have, looking chiefly to identifying the 
two young men Schneider and Blaker.

Percy Pembroke, another of the gang 
who associated with these two. was lib- 
erated by the Sheriff last evening after 
holding him in jail all day and giving 
him a vigorous sweating in regard to his 
movements on the night in ciuestion. 
Pembroke admitted having been with 
Schneider and Biaker until about 8:30 
o'clock Saturday night, but it was ad- 
mitted by all of them that ho left them 
at that time and that they saw no more 
of him that night.

expended In redeeming five per cent 
bonds, so the balance sheet shows a 
deficit of $8,950.89 as the result of the 
road's operation. 
Mr. Beatty stated that the outlook 


for the future was not encouraging as 
the projected electric road running out 
of'that section to Auburn would ma- 
terially reduce their income. In con- 
sequence he requested a reduction of 
his assessment. 
E. W. Clark, representing the Pa- 


clfo Coast Railway was also In at- 
tendance. 
This road has a mileage 


of 76 miles but the valuation of the 
roadbed is not given in his report. 


The gross earnings of the crowd

County Recorder Grim 


Galls Attention to 


Act, 


But one birth has been recorded 


with the County Recorder Eince the 
going into effect of the new law gov- 
erning the keeping of vital statistics 
and County Recorder Grim is of the 
opinion that physicians, mldwives and 
nurses, whose office it li to preside 
over these family functions, have not 
as yet realized the fact that there Is a 
penalty attached for the non-perform- 
ance of this duty and are guilty of 
misdemeanor. 


"Section 3077 of the health lawi of 


the State reads as follows 


"Physicians, midwlves, nurses and 


other person* assisting at a birth shall 
return 
in writing within five days 
thereafter ro the County Recorder of 
the county where such birth 
takes 


place lr such .form as may be pre- 
scribed by the State Registrar a cer- 
tificate of registry of such birth which 
shall contain among other matters, the 
time and place of such birth, name, 
sex, 
race and color of th» child, the 


name, residence, age, birti.pla.ee and 
occupation 
of the parents and the 
maiden name of the mother, and whe- 
ther born In or out of wedlock, and 
such other information as may be re- 
quired by the Staj»2 Registrar " 


The penalty for disobedience of this 
provision is as follows 
' Any officer or person upon whom a 


duty is imposed under th's chapter 
who fails, neglects or refuses to per- 
form any of the duties imposed upon 
him under this chapter or by the in- 
structions and -directions of the State 
Registrar shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and 
upon 
conviction 
shall be punished in the same man- 
ner as other misdemeanors provided 
in the Penal Code." 


Outside of the City of Oakland ev- 


ery birth in the county should under

County Recorder 
The city of OaK- 


land operating under a freeholders' 
charter has a separate registrar for 
ttta work.

STANDARD STOCKS.

consider 'It conservative finance to de- 
clare within the next year or so. There 
are. of course, the lower priced stocks

Kxcept for the latter class, it seems 
fair to assume that any further ma- 
terial advances must be dependent, not 
upon the value of the securities as a 


. -source of investment, but upon the de- 


velopment of a. period of arbitrary in- 
flation such as frequently accompan- 
ies pronounced and general prosper- 
ity and activity among the Industrial, 
commercial and agricultural classes of 
the 'country at large. Indications are 
not lacking of a trend towards such1 
inflation—Indications that might • al- 
most be considered promises -were It 
not for the sinsrlo adverse threat con- 
tained in the ii .ornational monetary 
outlook. 


AGRICULTURAL COUNTRY. 


Our country is essentially an agri- 


cultural country; and if the present 
promises of the harvests are fulfilled 
we may look for one of the strongest 
buying movements, industrially, that 
this country has ever witnessed. It Is 
true that the wheat crop of 1904 was 
a short one. but to the farming in- 
dustry it was nevertheless a profitable 
one, 
In view of the high prices re- 


ceived from our domestic mills, which, 
i't will be recalled, not only bought 
at high prices all the available do- 
mestic wheat they could secure, but 
purchased large amounts of Manitoba 
wheat and reimported the 
American 


article from the other side. 
Therefore 


it seems safe to assume that the small 
harvest was compensated . for by the 
high prices. The 1904 com crop was 
an abundant one. and was also 
a 


particularly 
profitable 
one 
to 
the 


farmers because of the Increased de- 
mand resulting from the scarcity of 
wheat; and the cotton production was 
both large and 'highly profitable. We 
may therefore assume for all practical 
purposes that the recent record of 
favorable crops remains unbroken and 
that the farming communities are al- 
ready .in particularly prosperous con- 
dition at the beginning of one of the 
riiost prolific harvest periods in their 


spending months of 1904: they also re- 
port their stocks in good condition and 
preparations for a decidedly improved fall 
trade; and perhaps the most significant 
feature of all Is that the greatest op- 
timism is expressed in the great corn- 
growing sections of the country. From 
the industrial standpoint the great iron 
and steel industry may certainly be con- 
sidered the most accurate barometer ol 
approaching conditions, and recent re- 
ports quite generally indicate that thw 
glass in this direction Is rising. The de- 
mand for steel rails has recently shown 
distinct improvement, with-no necessity 
on tlie part of manufacturers of encourag- 
ing buyers by 
making concessions in 
prices; and the demand for structure 
shapes for buildings and for bridges has 
of late developed particular activity, not 
alone for Immediate requirements, but for 
deliveries well Into the future. The gen- 
eral export business Is also working into 
good shape, and the fiscal 
year that 
closed with the month of June was the 
largest, from an export standpoint, thai 
we have yet experienced—a fact that is 
particularly .significant in view pt the 
small exports of agricultural products re- 
sulting from the smaller wheat crop and 
from the high price of corn and provisions 
resulting therefrom. 
Imports are like- 
wise in unprecedented volume, which a 
this timo is an important factor in con- 
nection with the Government's revenue 
policy and with the tariff -action to be 
taken when Congress convenes later in 
the year. 
Agitation for a change in 
tariff is based almost exclusively upon 
the necessity for increased revenue to 
provide for the extraordinary expenses of 
the Government; and when it is found 
as It will be if the present import en- 
ergy continues, that the revenues are 
exceeding recent expectations, we may 
look for a much less urgent demand foi 
anything like drastic reconstruction of the 
•tariff schedules. - 


MONEY 
MARKET. 


The chief check

Inflation, however, is the money marke1 
—the international money market. 
The 
gold production, it Is true, has been in- 
creasing at an extraordinary rate, but the 
demand-rand the prospective demand— 
for money in the great money centers o: 
tho world has also been increased, largely 
as a result of the Russo-Japanese war 
and theae demands, even'-without a hitch 
in the present movement for peace, have 
not yet been provided for/ "We are now 
entering tho .period when the currency 
movement will be adverse to New York 
New York's bank resources, in view ol 
the accumulation at this center of foreign 
and especially of Japanese funds, are noi 
strong-, and we are confronted with the 
condition—taking It for granted thai 
Japan will not further materially reduco 
the proceeds of her former loans that she 
now has on deposit here, and that the 
foreign loans in this market on Stock 
Exchange collaterals will be allowed tc 
be liquidated In the form of grain and 
other exports—that as soon as crop funds 
are liberated they will be required in 
other channels that already await them 
Therefore, if we are to have a period of 
| inflation it must, it would seem, be r 
i pendent upon other conditions than 
redundant money market. 
Under these 
conditions the market's technical condi- 
tion may be considered favorable to ths 
trading element for a considerable time 
ahead.

science. These honest gentlemen of the law humanely supply Indians 
with money and instruct them to solicit white men to purchase -whiskey 
for them 
Whenever a white man succumbs to the aboriginal bland- 


ishments he is promptly arrested, convicted and sent to prison. The 
^enterprising guardian of public virtue receives a few dollars in fees 
as a reward for his vigilance in upholding the law. It is '•o be pre- 
sumed that the Indian, too, gets something for his pr>ins. 


This is a criminal prostitution of the law. It is putting tlif livery 


of justice to the service of infamous wrong. It is stated that the 
Attorney-General of Nevada has been indignantly aroused by recent 
disclosures respecting the methods of constables in dealing with 'he 
offense of selling liquor to Indians. It is to be hoped that he will 
place an embargo on the manufacture of crime 
Some \eirs ago, 


in this State, a hardworking miner was sent to Folsorn prison from 
San Bernardino for giving an Indian a single drink of whiskey. The 
miner was drunk at the time, and made no concealment of giving the 
Indian a dnnk. He did not realize that he was comm'tting an offense 
against the law. At the worst he was only guilty of technical and 
triflling infraction of the statute. 


Yet this man was thrown into jail and induced to plead guilty— 


no jury would have convicted him—by promises of a short sentenca. 
Why was this done? one will naturally ask. That a petty poliHcian 
who desired to attend the Legislature then m session might get free 
transportation to Sacramento and five dollars a day for taking the 
prisoner to Folsom. 
This high-minded individual treated the 'natter 


as a good joke. Sending a man to State prison and branding him as 
a criminal was a small matter in his estimation compared to getting a. 
free ride to Sacramento. It is needless to say that the Sheriff and 
District Attorney of San Bernardino county ha-4, a. share in the mis- 
erable business 


There is much more manufactured crime in the world than the 


public generally suspects—cases where men are deliberately conspired 
against and seduced into committing some offense against the law 
in furtherance of some ulterior object. Sometimes the object is a 
reward, sometimes the gratification of a revenge and sometimes to 
make a "record" for the officer. 
Constables in Nevada appear to 


think they have earned good money when they get ten or fifteen dol- 
lars out of the county treasury for trapping into the penitentiary 
men who are not criminals, and who have simply fallen into snares 
set for them by the thrifty officers. 
The cruelty and brutality of such 


official rascality can hardly be imagined.

He explains that 
the unit of Chinese money Is the tael. 
welch is not a coin, buUa weight of 
silver—tthe ounce, of whicji there are 
sixteen to the catty and IS no to the 
picul. The commercial tael Is that of 
Canton, which should 
weigh 
37.7SS 


grains, but usually weighs 37.58. Th«n 
there is the tael of Shanghai, wiich 
weighs 36 6, and the revenue tael, used 
in valuing imports and exports, and 
each large city has its own, that of 
Tientsin worth from four to six per 
cent more than that of Shanghai. Busi- 
ness estimated In taels Is carlred on by 
the use of Spanish dollars or silver In- 
gots. The former are weighed and 
and stamped by every South of China 
merchant and nave to be remJcfed con- 
tinually.

'•with regard to the refilling of excava- 
tions made In the public street by per- 
sons, firms or corporations 
furnishing 


public necessities, which ordinance would 
be Intended to reduce 
to 
a minimum 


damage caused to the 'streets by such 
excavations; and 
"Whereas, The Merchants' Exchange of 


Oakland are heartily in favor of ail meas- 
ures tending to improve or preserve tha 
public streets. 
Therefore, 


"Resolved, By the Merchants' Exchange 


o£ Oakland, that we urge the City Coun- 
cil to take steps to carry into effect tha 
recommendations 
with 
regard to this 


matter of his Honor the Mayor." 


The resolution was finally tabled with 


the consent of both mover and his sec- 
ond, 
and instead a committee of three, 


consisting of Directors Davidson, Sinclair 
and Coward, was appointed to wait upon 
the Mayor and sec if it Is possible lor 
them to render any aid in the matter. 


In the discussion over the matter Di-

Director Brown—If the city authorities

Water Company for years has been al- 
lowed to do as it pleases in this matter. 
So has the gas company. I want to say 
right here that we should pattern after 
Alameda, where they have a Superintend- 
ent of Streets who does his work, even 
If they do say Alameda Is isolated from 
the face of the earth. 


Director Downey—I do not believe after 


all has been said that we should pass this 
resolution. 
It will only delay • matters, 


and if the Mayor will act, if we can help 
him that will be all right. 
He may be 


willing to proceed against these corpora- 
tions. 


Secretary Walker—I move that a com- 


mittee of three be appointed to wait on 
tho Mayor and that this resolution bo 
laid over. 


The motion was carried and the com- 


mittee appointed as already stated.

VISITS GERMANY. 


Director Eiben made his first appear- 


ance at the Exchange after an absence 
o! several months while away on a visit 
to the Fatherland. He was called upon 
for an account of what he saw and the 
condition of the people there generally, 
and In response said: 


"Germany is going ahead. The people 


are all busy and contented and very few 
are emigrating now. Laborers there get 
dust about one-half of what they get 
here, but it does not cost as much to 
live. 
They don't want as much as we 


do here. Meat is very expensive there, 
but other products are cheap. 


"Land is very dear there, and a good 


cow costs $200 or $300 and a horse more. 
The Government, however. Is looking out 
for the farmers. 
It takes the slickens out 


of the river bottoms and gives It to the 
farmers free to put over their land, and 
In this way they can raise good crops 
on what is ordinarily very poor land. 
The Government also protects them in 
the tariffs and what they have to buy 
the get at the cheapest rate and what 
they have to sell they get the most for. 


SEES EMPEROR. 


"I stayed in Berlin for some time and 


expected1 to see the festivities there in 
honor of the marriage of the Countess, 
but was taken sick and had to go home. 
I saw the Kaiser one day in the streets. 


"Railway fares are much cheaper there 


than here. 
I bought a ticket for my 


daughter and we went down one side 
of the Rhine and back the other, stopping 
off at many places, and it only cost me 
420, while here the trip would have cost 
me $60 or $75, The tickets were good 
for ninety days."

He wants to egg the crowd 
on, ana If you let him have his way 
he will do It. .Stop him before..he has 
half a. chance and the crowd, will ap- 
prove of his being compelled to leave 
the field. But let him get the upper 
hand and you may have trouble. . 


"Of course, you are more or less 
a stranger in a strange, land during 
the season. That Is the unpleasant 
feature of it all. ' You cannot *a-iy to 
the players, nor can you have much to 
say to the fans. When I see a' hall- 
player corning my way, I always veer 
off. I don't want to be with them. It 
is apt to interfere with the business. 
The same way with fans. 
Someone 


may get an insane idea in his head 
that you are fixing it to throw games. 
Y.ou have to be above suspicion in this 
business, even if it means some lonely 
hours while you are on the road.'

Institution spoke at a University meeting 
held in Hearst ;HaJl- yesterday .afternoon, 
devoting an hour to a description of the 
Carnegie.:'Institution's objects, Its-.scope 
and, what it Is accomplishing.-. He has 
not.been^to ,the Pacific Coast before, and 
expressed appreciation of what he termed 
the' magnificent possibilities and inspir- 
ing, surroundings in which Be found Kim- 
self. 


The institution over which-he presides 


is neither a "University, a, museum or a 
library, he 
explained, but -might'.bo 
termed a university without students. 


"Our 
problems, as ai new Institution," 


said President Woodward, "have been 
unique and varied; We have an. Income 
of half a million" a year for research 
Work, but our experience is teaching, us 
that the use of our, facilities, for-a small 
number of large' projects rather than a 
large number of small projects is the 
best use to which the institution's money 
and men can be put. 
: 
- 


"We have given the humanities as well 


as the sciences place on our list of pro- 
jects. 'Historical research was tee first: 
department organized by us. . Economics 
and sociology receive attention at -our. 
hands, Colonel Carroll D. Wright being 
engaged with us in this field of research. 


"Two 
biological stations are under oui 


Jurisdiction, one at Cold .Springs Harbor 
and one at the Dry Tortugas,, where 
marine life Is studied. The problem, of 
nutrition, particularly with respect to its 
pathological aspects, interests us greatly 
and is being scientifically looked into. 
We expect in a decade perhaps to have 
some very Interesting and valuable data 
to give the public concerning the worth 
of foods and what takes place in a man 
after he has, say, eaten potatoes or drank 
beer or tea.

"Archaeological research is an espe- 
cially difficult field because it Is a new 
field, comparatively, while, astronomy and 
Physics are old I regard Professor George 
Eeisner of the University .of California 
as far and away-the ablest archaeologist. 
"In Southern California, at Pasadena, 


we have established a solar observatory 
for the special study of the sun. "After 
a study of atmospheric" matters lasting 
over thirty-five years I "am prepared to 
say that the atmospheric conditions on 
Mount Wilson, where is located our ob- 
servatory, are superior to any other lo- 
cality on, the continent: We are obtain- 
ing photographs, of the sun superior to 
any ever procured hitherto. The result 
eventually should be of. great benefit to 
the world, for we may hope to predict 
affairs and events with more accuracy 
when the sun is better known to us. 
All the value of science is in Its ability 
to predict .events. 


"Lastly, our institution is aiding Mr. 


Burbank of Santa Rosa, a truly wonder- 
ful-man. The greatest boon he could be 
given now, I think, would be to be left 
alone. 
Also, do .not call him wizard 


which means a male witch. .The use of 
that word In this connection is debasing. 
Mr. Burbank, I believe, owes .his success 
to industry, to assiduity, to tha ability 
to see things as they are and not to be 
deceived liy appearances."

Professor Nash of the Pacific Theolog- 
ical Seminary of rriiB city delivered the 
first of his addresses on the general topic, 
"Some Elements of Power in Preaching" 
at '11 o'clock this morning,- dealing with 
the special subject, "A Definite Object"

dents is offered at the University of 
California In .the unusually large num- 
ber of prizes, and, scholarships which 
are to be awarded to the-successful 
students. The University has always 
been fortunate in this regard tn the 
past, many of the pioneer residents of 
this State making; provision for shol- 
arsbips, as .well as many old gradu- 
ates. 


Charles Butters, of the class of 1879. 


a well known mining man, has estab- 
lished the Charles Butters Essay Prize 
of f 100. 
to be awarded annually for 


the best essay on some subject relat- 
ing to Latin America. 
The subject 
lor 1905-06 is-"The Part the United 
States has-bad in the .foreign trade of 
the Central American States."' 
The Dante Society of Harvard Uni- 
versity offers each . year a prize . of 
$100, which is open to students in any 
department of the University, or to a 
graduate of not more than three years' 
standing;. 
A large number of scholarships are 


offered the undergraduates. In Janu- 
ary, 1904, Ernest V. Cowell of the class 
of 1880, of Santa Cruz, established foot- 
scholarships, $250 a year each, the fund 
to be administered 
by a Board of 
Trustees, appointed by Cowell.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.—Vice Pres- 


ident arid General Manager Calvin and 
Chief Surgeon Alhsworth "of the Southern 
Pacific Company are considering a plan 
for increasing the present dues paid by 
the employes of the corporation every 
month for the maintenance of a hospital 
service. 
Although no decision has yet 


'been arrived at, and probably -will not 
until the matter has been thoroughly dis- 
cussed with 
President Harriman 
and 


possibly the employes themselves, It is 
understood that the heads of the rail- 
road are in favor of raising the monthly 
dues, regarding such a move-as necessary 
for the future welfare of the hospital 
department. 
. 
The plan most favored by the officials 
is the establishment 
of a 
graduating 
scale of dues, instead of 60 cents for all 
employes. This plan is to impose .upon' 
all men receiving less than S100 a,month 
dues in the sum of 50 cents; for men re- 
ceiving over J100 and less than'S20.0 a.-7n. 
cents due, and above $200 the sum of 51. 
Although.a general supposition has ex- 


isted for years that the^tax Imposed upon 
employes of the Southern •' Pacific Com- 
pany -was more than ample , to meet .the 
requirements of.the hospital department, 
and that the, company -was ready enjoy- 
ing the;use,of a large surplus of funds 
from this monthly revenues the annual 
report of Chief Surgeon Alnsworth for 
last year shows that..there was a slight 
deficit in the hospital account, which the 
company made up by a special contribu- 
tion. And it has teen further developed 
that the company annually contributes as 
its share toward the fund the sum of 
$26,000, Last year the dues paid in by 
the employes amounted to 5110,000. 
The increased mileage of the Southern 
Pacific Company lately is materially in- 
creasing the usefulness of the hospital 
department and necessarily 
increasing 
the expense attending the care of sick 
and injured employes. In view of this 
fact General Manager Calvin an'd the 
chief surgeon, who have been giving the 
matter much serious thought, foresee re- 
curring deficits, if the 
dues are 
not 
raised, and they are trying to devise 
some- reasonable solution to meet such a 
possibility.

opinion is in response to a query by, 
the board as to its power to employ 
or r"etain persons other than -citizens 
of the United States and non-residents 
of the city, and county: the opinion 
says: 
< 


"The employes of the School 
De- 


partment, and herein are1 .included all 
:eachers. of the department. (Kennedy 
vs. Board of Education, 82 Cal. 4S3), 
are employes of the school district 
of the city and county and notlof the 
municipal corporation; the powers >f 
the boards of education are .defmed in 
section 1617 of 
the Political 
Code, 


which reads, in 
part, . as 
follows: 


'Seventh—To employ the teachers . . 
janitors and other employes of the 


schools; to iix ..and order paid : their 
compensation, unless same are other- 
wise prescribed by law.". .This sec- 
tion contains no . limitation - upon the 
power of the board to employ such 
teachers and 
employes and fixes no 


qualifications, upon • such' , employes 
necessary to their employment. 


"The law prescribes- the conditions 


upon which one may secure a teach- 
er's 'certificate. These conditions be- 
ing complied 
with ,a certificate is- 


sues, which entitles the 
holder 
to 
teach. 
The board has discretionary 
power to- say who shall be .appointed, 
but cannot add.to the conditions im- 
posed-by law. 


"Assuming for the moment" that 
your board has power to add to the 
desired 
qualifications 
for 
teachers 
and other employes of the department 
before their appointment, It is clear 
that disobeying such a rule would nol 
be ground for dismissal and 
coulc 


not therefore be enforced upon those 
already in the. department, as .the 
grounds for" such dismissal are clear- 
ly defined both in the charter and the 
general law. (Charter, 
article 7 
chapter 3, section 1; Political Code 
section 1791, 1793). 


"I am of the opinion that the rule 


•works both ways, and if the Board o: 
Education is without power to add to 
the grounds for dismissal H is also 
without power to add to the conditions 
of employment, and, therefore, thai 
such a requirement as that proposed 
would be invalid."

ther developments. The accused was ex- 
amined by the Sheriff and District At- 
torney and finally admitted that he had 
shot the old man as he was entering his 
oom. 
Grill Is a cowboy from Modoe county 
and bad been residing, for the past three 
months with Pearce, who was a widower 
with a 14-year-old daughter. May, Dur- 
ing his stay Grill, who is 30 years of age, 
had become 
strongly attached to the 


child, but Pearce strongly objected to 
Grill's attentions to Ms daughter 
Grill' 
persisted in paying his attentions to May, 
and it is believed that "Psarce and the 
younger man indulged In words, which 
finally terminated in the slaying of the 
old man. 
May Pearce: testified in her examina- 


tion last evening that on Sunday night 
Grill asked her to hire a rig in Geyser- 
ville and gate her $3.50 to pay for it 
When she returned home with the rig 
about S o'clock Grill joined her Imme- 
diately and drove her to the home of J 
B, Button in this city, where she re- 
mained all night. She claims that Grill 
<lid not inform her: that-lie had killed her 
father, and the first she heard of it was 
Monday noon, when she heard of the 
arrest of Grill. While they were driving 
to town Grill handed her $16 with whk.h 
to buy new dresses, but did not mention 
from what source he had acquired the 
money with which he "had suddenly be- 
come so -lavish. 


The Sheriffs office is convinced that 


Grill killed Pearce .in cold .blood and that 
his story of an accidental shooting is 
untrue. The chief reason for this Is the 
fact that" the weapon used in blowing 
off. the top of Pcarce"s head was a muz- 
zle-loading slotgun, which could not have 
been discharged unless the hammer had 
been drawn back: for:firing. 


The::ll9.SO given by the accused mur- 


derer to -May Pearce has been traced to 
the several stores In which it was ex- 
pended. May claims her father had $19 50 
Saturday, and that he usually kept the 
money concealed beneath a pillow on his 
bed. On Sunday her father missed the 
money, although It never -occurred to her 
that night that her admirer's libferahty 
may have i>een at the expense of her 
father. 


The girl was arrested last evening after 
the Coroner's jury had brougnt in a ver- 
dict of death caused by a wound inflicted 
by a shotgun in the hands of an unknown 
part}'. Deputy Sheriff Barnes of this city 
took the girl to Santa Rosa today.
